“Sunday we took things easy. Most of

Each man carried 
forty hardtack, two cans of roast beef, and 
a canteen full of water. Besides this, each 
man was issued fifty rounds of extra am- 
munition.

I cut them up and fried 
them in my pan, You can talk about your 
turkey dinners, but that Mttle pan of fried 
onions and fried potatoes was the finest dish

HEALTHIEST. THE CAMP. 


First Illinois Regiment Has an 
Enviable Record at Santiago— 
Neglect of Sick on the Concho.

“ We left Picnic Island, Fla., for Santiago, 


Cuba, June 30, on board the transport City 
of Macon. We had our choice of sleeping in 
the hold, alongside the officers’ horees, or on 
the deck in the dews of early morning. The 
food was as good as could be expected 
under the circumstances—canned meat, 
beans, hardtack, and tomatoes. We laid 
at Key West for three days and then started 
for Cuba. We landed at Siboney July 9, and 
marched up to the trenches at the firing line. 

July 11 I was taken sick and was com- 
pelled to go to the hospital. After being 
there four days I picked up strength and 
asked for my discharge, so that I could goto 
my regiment. But the sick came in so fast, 
and as there were no nurses to take care of 
them, instead of the well ones getting back 
to their companies, we were detailed as 
nurses. I did that work for three days, and 
was then again taken sick with fever. I 

iaid up for three days, with a temper- 
aturé of 105 2-5, and not one bit of medicine. 
They ran out of supplies, and had nothing 
but quinine to give us for every kind of sick- 
ness. 

They had a commissary there, but the 
prices they charged was way out of the 
reach of most of us—50 cents a can for fruit, 
etc. 

We received the news to go on board 
transports for the United States with great 
joy, as the Cuban doctors had told us we 
would never get strong or get perfectly woll 
as long as we remained. We were put 
aboard the transport Concho. The crew 
worked hard all one day loading us on with 
rowboats, having to row about a quarter of 
a mile to the transport. There was no dock 
for so large a ship to land at. 

Several privates were at first placed in 
staterooms, where they were comfortable 
and getting along nicely, when some one 
had them removed on stretchers to the rough 
pine bunks. Why they were moved no one 
krows. I know there were vacant rooms in 
the saloon, which were at first used, but 
then privates seem to have been shown little 
consideration by their superior officers. As 
to lying on bare decks, this was not so, as the 
ship used every mattress it had, and the 
Captain of the ship furnished 175 fine blan- 
kets for the men. | 

The purser of the ship offered his room 
with two berths to the doctor for the sick 
privates. Instead of being used for this 
purpose, however, it was used for the dis- 
pensary,they taking the beds and mattresses 


M’KINLEY’S TERMS. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.— The following 
is an official statement given out by authority 
of the President today as to the terms of peace 


In order to remove any misapprehension in 
regard to the negotiations as to peace between 

the United States and Spain, it is deemed proper 
to say that the terms offered by the United 
States to Spain in the note handed to the French 
Ambassador on Saturday last are in substance 


The President does not now put for- 
ward any claim for pecuniary indemnity, 
but requires the relinquishment of all 
claim of sovereignty over or title to the 
Island of Cuba, as well as the immediate 
evacuation by Spain of the island; the 
cession to the United States and immedi- 
ate evacuation of Porto Rico and other 
islands under Spanish sovereignty in the 
West Indies; and the like concession of 


The United States will occupy and 
hold the city, bay, and harbor of Manila 
pending the conclusion of a treaty of 
peace which shall determine the control, 
government of 


If these terms are accepted by Spain 
in their entirety, it is stated that commis- 
sioners will be named by the United 
States to meet commissioners on the part 
of Spain for the purpose of concluding a 
treaty of peace on the basis above

SLEEP IN A BED OF WATER. 


Soldier Boys from Chicago Enjoy 
Good Health in Spite of Dis- 
comforts in Camp.

“The First Illinois arrived at Siboney on 
Sunday, July 10. In the afternoon the First 
was ordered to the front. It marched 
all night, arriving at the right flank early 
in the morning. The shelling of Santiago 
on Monday met with little response from 


> 


| the. Spanish. During the night the boys 


dug zig-zag trenches, advancing 100 yards. 
The Tuesday morning shelling of the city 
was not responded to. Heavy rains partly 


pelled to sleep in eighteen inches of water. 
My own personal experience is this: I 
was taken from the transport Gate City just 
recoyering from yellow fever and was sent 
to the fever hospital at Siboney. After two 
days I was able to work on the hospital rec- 
ords and to help some of those who were 
sicker than I. Overwork caused a relapse 
and on Saturday evening, July 23, I was put 
on board the Concho with many other sick 
and wounded. Our journey to Hampton 
-Roads was one of suffering f ll. Improp- 
er and insufficient food and lack of medicines 
were the conditions of our trip. Too much 
cannot be said in praise of the Red Cross

Our Colonel, Henry L. Turner, was given 
command of the volunteer brigade then in 
the field. I have been too weak to write, and 
this dictation has been kindly taken down 
by one of the relief nurses. My pocketbook 
containing $21 has been stolen.

The quarters of the men and the food were 
as good as could be had under the circum- . 
stances. We had quite a tame Fourth of 
July, the only crackers on board being hard 
tack, of which we are all heartily sick. 

„We had quite a time landing at Siboney, 
as there was a heavy sea running. We 
finally effected a landing in small boats and 
the most of the boys marched directly to 
Santiago, a distance of about fourteen miles. 
Colonel Turner marched through the mud 
and slush with the boys. After a hard 
march they reached the right flank of the 
firing line, and after entrenching relieved 
each other by battalions, the reserve being 
encamped in the woods near by. The only 
shelter was that furnished by dog tents, 
holding two men. There was hardly any 
firing for two days, the flag of truce being 
up most of that time. So our boys didn't 
have any heavy work to do, as at the end of 
‘that time the Dons surrendered. 

„A great deal of stuff, such. as 
sacks, was left at Siboney under a guard, 
and quite a number of men were detailed 
at the yellow fever hospital, so our regiment 
was divided in three parts, but later on all 
joined the troops at Santiago. 

“The general condition of the majority 
of the troops at the front was pit.able, as 
they had hardly anything to eat, through 
the blundering of some one. They had noth- 
ing but hardtack and salt pork, some not 
even that. Pork was eaten uncooked, it 
being too wet to make a fire when the First 
landed. The First had more rations than 
‘one-third of the entire army on the fight.ng 
line. In fact, some of the soldiers paid 25 
cents for a hardtack.. This want of food 
and the men having to lie in wet trenches 
caused a great deal of suffering. 

It does not rain in Cuba, aeither does it 
pour; the heavens simply open and the bot- 
tom op out. Fortunately it does not 
last long, the downpours being of about an 
hour’s duration. The rainy season has not

Many Sick 


“We had quite a pleasant trip to Cuba. 


informed that the men could not te dis- 


to fight there were no wounded, but I am 
afraid if the boys have to go through much 
more of the weather that we did the two 
weeks we were there it will surely bring a 
great deal of sickness. 
_ “TIT had bad luck ever since we left Key 
West, when I scalded my right arm with a 
boiler of hot coffée so bad that it was useless. 
We landed at Siboney July 9 and staid there 
Just one day. Then the regiment was 
ordered to the front at Santiago, a twelve- 
mile march from Siboney. The boys made 
it in good shape, for in some places the water 
Was up to the waist. Not a man fell out. 
“When I got the fever I went to the hos- 
pital, staid there four hours trying to be 
examincd and get some medicine, but could 
not get any attention. I went to camp 
and got some quinine from one of the boys. 
It helped me some, but was not all I needed. 
The next day I went to another hospital 
and got some medicine there. But still I 
could not get well. I reported again the 
next day and they decided I had yellow fever. 
They then sent me by train to the yellow 
fever hospital. On my arrival there the 
doctor examined me and said I had a bad 
case of malarial fever. He told me to get 
back to my camp and keep quiet. The only 
way to get there was to walk. I walked 
just three miles. On my arrival at camp 
I was nearly dead. This was just a week 
that I was sick and still no medicine. I 
thought sure I was going to die. The next 
day I asked a Lieutenant if hé would please 
go to the hospital with me and see if the 
ductor would give me some medicine. 
He did and from that time on I 
was treated better. They got me a cot in 
a tent with three other sick boys, all from 
my regiment, two of them from my own 
company. We helped each other and in a 
short while we were feeling mugh better 
but could not get strong. Then the doctor 
came to our tent, took our names and said 
we were going to be sent back to the United 
States, The news was received with great 


SICK MEN REACH CHICAGO 


One Dozen Invalids, Left Penni- 
less and Helpless in Tampa, 
Finally Find Their Way Home, 


When: the First Regiment, Illinois Volun- 
teeré, embarked on troopships and steamed 
away from Picnic Island in Tampa Bay on 
July 2 it left twelve of its members behind 
sick. Because of red tape, misunderstand- 
ings, and lack of proper management these 
men were left almost penniless, without 
medical treatment, and, for the most part, 
without aid of any kind. Fora week, singly, 
in pairs, and in trios, the twelve have been 
drifting into Chicago. Two or three of the 
more fortunate have come by means of 
money forwarded to them by their friends.

trains, in front of blind baggage cars, and 
on dusty trucks of passenger coaches, as 
tramps ride.

By the story which these soldiers tell with 
convincing agreement of detail, they were 
ordered to be left in hospital when the reg- 
iment started for the Cuban front at San- 
tiago. There was no intention that they 
should ever join the regiment for active 
service, all of the cases being serious enough 
to warrant the honorable discharge of the 
patients from the service. 


Discharges Applied For. 

The men say that discharges had been ap- 
plied for, though so tardily that the papers 
had not arrived when the regiment was 
ordered to embark. On the sick list were 
members of five companies—A, D, E, H., and 
K. The Captains of these companies, at the 
moment of departure, turned the twelve men 
over to Captain Brown of the Engineer 
Corps, who, with his corps, was to remain 
behind. The officers probably thought the 
discharge papers would arrive before Cap- 
tain Brown received orders to join the regi- 
ment. 

In a week, however, the Engineer Corps 
was sent to Cuba, and the twelve soldiers 
were left alone on an unhealthful island 
without as much as a non-commissioned 
officer in command. Corporal Burnett, 
though of the non-commissioned rank, was 
a victim of sunstroke and delirious much of 
the time. One other member of the deserted 
party, Private Caldwell, is said to have been 
out of his head at frequent intervals in con- 
sequence of weakness and illness. He was 
not more than 15 years old and the hardships 
of canp life wore him out early. 

The men exonerate Captain Brown and 
assert that he did everything possible to 
leave them behind in the status of soldiers 
honorably discharged and eligible to trans- 
portation home as invalids. In this he was 
unsuccessful. At the headquarters of Gen- 
eral Coppinger, corps commander, he was

It is easy to see that Spain cannot with- 
draw from Cuba 100,000 men or so within a 
few days, but it will require weeks, if not 
months, to ransport the army back to Spain. 
The armistice, therefore, is likely to be fiexi- 
ble as to the question of time, and there is 
no disposition here in Washington to hurry 


Quite the contrary is true. 

The President himself has not yet decided 
what is the wisest thing to do in regard to 
the Philippines. Ninety per cent of the 
communications which reached him from 
the country at large during the first three or 
four days after the reception of the Spanish 
note unquestionably favored the retention 
of the Philippines by the United States. 
Within the last day or two, however, this 
proportion has been largely decreased and 
members of the administration in high office 
who are themselves opposed to territorial 
éxpansion so far away from home, although 
they cheerfully accept the cession of Porto 
Rico, which imvolves colonial questions of 
an exactly similar character except in re- 
gard to distance, believe that time will work 
a change in public sentiment. They seem to 
be convinced that as the difficulties of ad- 
ministration are studied the people will grad- 
ually turn away from the desire for the 
Philippines and consent to a treaty of peace 
on the basis of the retention of a naval sta- 
tion only. 

Estimates have been prepared by the War 
department for the use of the President 
which are supposed to show that if this coun- 
try proposes to govern the Philippine islands 
properly it will require a standing army 
there of about 150,000 men. The estimates, 
on the basis of the retention of the Island of 
Luzon, only fix the army necessary at 50,000, 
while it is flgured out that if Manila Bay and 
the city are retained asa naval base it would 
not require over 25,000 men after the erection 
of fortifications with modern high-power 
guns at the necessary strategic points. 


Change of Sentiment Expected. - 
Arguments of this kind, it is believed, will 
sooner or later cause a revolution of public 
feeling, and thus permit of peace, which to- 


day it ts freely admitted would involve the 


administration in a storm of popular protest. 

This condition of affairs leads officials to 
look with considerable calmness on the 
prospect of delay, provided they can once 
be assured of the agreement by Spain to cede 
Cuba and Porto Rico. Besides the difficulty 
of arriving at a satisfactory settlement of 
the Philippine question there are other rea- 
sons why the negotiation of a treaty of peace 
will be a matter of time. Our last treaty 


with Spain, nearly at the end of the eigh- 


teenth century, is full to overflowing with 
absurdities and incongruities. When the 
new treaty is agreed upon it will have to 
be on new lines entirely, and provide spe- 
cifically for protection of persons and prop- 
erty in the two countries, for extradition, 
and for commercial intercourse of a kind 
not possible under previous conventions. 
For the better part of a century efforts 


have been made to negotiate a reasonable 


treaty with Spain, but they uniformly 
failed, and now the golden opportunity has 


This may force Spain to recast her treaties 
with all other nations, which are also obso- 
lete, and thus, after the war features. are 
disposed ot, it is believed that much time 
will be consumed in these purely commer- 
cial matters. 

There is nothing like a war for adjusting 
relations between two countries, and the 
administration is not disposed to overlook 


its advantage in this direction, and the 


treaty, when finally concluded, will provide 
not only for the disposition of the Philip- 
pines, but for satisfactory commercial ar- 
rangements and the settlement of the whole 
bunch of claims for indemnity by citizens 
of the United States against Spain, some of 
which Gate back for generations. 

It is estimated that there are about $25,- 
000,000 of these claims which will have to 
be accounted for, and it is probable that the 
treaty of peace will provide for some kinda 
of tribunal to settle these claims, the United 
States holding Spanish territory in the mean- 
time as security.

DEATH ON THE VALDEZ GLACIER 


Chicago Boy Loses His Footing and Is 
Dashed to Destruction in 
Alaska. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 2.—[Special.J—The 
details of another horror on the Valdes 
giacier, in which Frank C. Fleming of Chi- 
cago lost his life, are told by retirning 
Copper River miners now on the steamer 
Oregon, at Departure Bay. 

In a dangerous place on the glacier, just 
after his father had warned him to be more 
careful, Fleming's foot slipped, and he fell 
200 feet. Nearly every bone in his body was 
broken, and Geath was instantaneous. The 
remains were recovered and buried near the 
place of the tragedy.

Two Days Without Food. 

Yesterday Burnett's head was still covered 
with bandages; and the sunstroke from 
which he suffered made the recollection of 
the hardships he had been through a hard 
task. When he left home he weighed 190 
pounds and was a husky, prosperous plumb- 
er, with an office in the Swift Market Build- 
ing, Thirty-ninth and Halsted streets. He 
shut up his shop when his regiment was 
called to war without a regret, since he was 
going to fight for his country. Now he finds 
his business all gone and a big contract, 
which he had secured, given to some one else. 

Burnett avers that two days élapsed after 
the departure of the regiment before he and 
his eleven associates fell under the care of 
Captain Brown. In this respect his specific 
statement varies from the report gf the other 
unfortunate man quoted in the foregoing. 
‘The other man does not definitely say there 
Was any delay, before Captain Browo took 
them in charge. During these two days, Bur- 
nett says, he had praetically nothing at all to 
eat. Meanwhile his dog tent and blankets 
had been taken away from him and carried 
to the transports along with the others.

Disquieting News from Manila. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—{Special.]— 
The War department is in receipt of addi- 
tional information of an alarming charac- 
ter in regard to the insurgent forces in the 
Philippines. ay 

The advices which have come from Gen- 
eral Merritt and Admiral Dewey within the 
last few days have been far from reassur- 
ing, and betoken anything but a peaceful 
adjustment of the difficulties in that terri- 
tory. 

The department has not yet decided 

- whether Genera! Merritt shall be reinforced, 
and much depends upon later information 
from our military and naval commanders 
at Manila. 

The official statement given out at the 

White House today implies the possibility 


of the control and government of the Phil- 


ippines by the United States; and, as one 


army official pointed out, it assuredly leaves 


the question to the terms of a treaty of 
peace. 
Upon this slender thread depends the re- 
inforcement of Merritt by a substantial 
army, such as has been intimated. The ad- 
vices received today came by the way of 
Rome, and transmitted dispatches received 
from Catholic authorities in Manila. 
These dispatches stated that the Bishop 
and clergy at Cavite were threatened with 
massacre at the hands of Aguinaldo's forces, 


aud an appeal was made by the Pope 
~ through the Apostolic Delegate in this 


city for the protection of our army and 
navy. No information of this character has 
been received by the State department, and 


none can well be, for the Pope of Rome has. 


no diplomatic relations with this country, 
and such communications as he makes are 
always received informally through the 
church authorities here in Washington. 

It is believed to be true that the local 
church officials in the Philippines as well 
as in Porto Rico are considerably alarmed 
at the prospect of the cutting off of govern- 


ment aid to the religious establishments. 


The question has already cropped up in 


Porto Rico, where the church authorities 


were informed by General Miles promptly 
but courteously that when the island came 
under the jurisdiction of the United States 
all government aid would be forbidden under 
the terms of our constitution. At the same 
time General Miles informed the church 
dignitaries that all property in the actual 
possession of any of the religious societies 
would be scrupulously protected, as the 
theory of the United States which withholds 
aid also absolutely prevents confiscation. 

The church authorities here in Washing- 
ton fully understand the situation, and most 
of them believe that the Roman Catholic 
churches in Porto Rico and the Philippines 
would prosper more by voluntary contribu- 
tions under a progressive government than 
by burdensome taxes levied by a bankrupt 
monarchy. The communications which 
have thus far taken place have been between 
the church authorities and the Pope, and it 
is not expected at the State department that 
théy will in any way influence the final dis- 
position of the Philippines.

UNKNOWN HEROES OF BATTLE. 


Men Who Feed the Immense Fires of a 
Warship and Handle Thousands 
of Pounds of Ammunition. 


Santiago, July 10.—[Correspondence Asso- 
clated Press.}—'‘ Captain Cook, keep your 
men below the protective deck informed of 
any advantage we may gain,“ said Commo- 
dore Schley, and, speaking loudly to over- 

come the noise of the frightful guns, the 
gallant Captain of the Brooklyn said, witha 
smile: 

“I always do that, sir. I consider it neces- 
sary for the esprit de corps,” and, stepping 
into the conning tower, he called down the 
tubes: Tell the men below that the Maria 
Teresa is running ashore.“ At the same time 
Executive Officer Mason rushes to the firing 
turrets and calls in to the men the same 
joyful news. 

It was July 8, and the excitement of the 
first call to battle had hardly subsided on 
the big cruiser Brooklyn when the foregoing 
incident occurred. Commodore Schley stood 
upon a small temporary bridge running 
about the conning tower, while Captain Cook 
spent his time between the interior of the 
tower, where he directed the machinery, 
and the platform, where he could see the 
enemy. 

But one-third of the entire crew could see 
the enemy or any part ofthe fight. In the 
big turrets half naked men worked behind 
the steel walls, with no knowledge of how 
the battle went until they were informed by 
Mr. Mason, and below the protective deck 
fully 300 more worked under the glare of 
electric light, keeping this great engine of 
destruction mechanically and rapidly at 
work. The big turret eight-inch guns could 
not have done their deadly shooting, even 
with the trained eyes guiding them, had not 
the men below sent up the ammunition, and 
the Brooklyn could not have kept side by 
side had it not been for the engineer and fire- 
room force working below the deck like 
fiends. 

The men in the turrets of five-inch steel 
see as little as the men below deck, except 
that once in a while they get a glimpse of 
the object fired at. When the ships of Spain 
were sighted coming out on this eventful 
morning the eight and five inch guns were 
all loaded, and within each turret, within 
two minutes after the summons, eleven men 
stood, half naked, awaiting the word to fire. 
The chief of the turret, a Lieutenant, is in 
the hood, his eye to the telescope. He gets 
the line of his gun on the harbor and awaits 
the signal. Five thousand yards,” sings 
out an orderly in the turret opening, and the 
gun goes up to the proper elevation as the 

| Lieutenant in the hood orders the elevating 
gear turned. The No. 1 man at the guns 
connects the electric wire to the primer with 
the firing apparatus, and all is waiting. 
‘“‘Commence firing,’’ comes the order, and 
quickly the answer comes. The turret Lieu- 
tenant’s hand closes on the electric ap- 
paratus, and the gun jumps back a foot or 
more as 110 pounds of exploding powder 
drives a 250-pound shell from the muazle of 
the great piece at a rate of 2,080 feet per 
second. Then, before the roar has ceased, 
the hand of the man in charge of that turret 
touches the electric lever, and the great 700 
tons of steel moves quickly and almost noise- 
lessly around until the other gun of the 
twins is in the same position as the first one 
had been. Slowly the muzzle comes up to 
the right elevation. Once more the nervous 
fingers close on the electric handle, and an- 
other 250 pounds of steel shoots away on its 
death errand. 

But where are the mysterious hands that 
send up these death-dealing charges to the 
guns in such ghost-like way? Down below 
the water line of the ship, beneath the pro- 
tective deck that in many battles has proved 
the lid to the steel coffin of hundreds of brave 
men, is a naked, perspiring crowd of heroes, 
their eyes effectually closed to the changing 
‘scene of the battle, but their senses keenly 
alive to the fact that torpedo or shell be- 
low, or through the armor belt, may mean 
death, these men work with an energy that 
proves their patriotism and devotion to the 
flag. On this day they sent up to the vari- 
ous turrets and guns over 70,000 pounds of 
ammunition, taking it carefully out of the 
big magazines without accident. 

There were other heroes that day—men 
who never see the battle, but do the work 
that keeps everything in the ships in mo- 
tion, and take a risk greater than Commo- 
dore or Captain. When the Vizcaya had 
been sunk and beached that day Captain 
Cook, having been ordered by Commodore 
Schley to ceage firing, called the men from 
the handling rooms and the turret to take a 
breath of air while the chase of the Colon 
went on. But the battle was still on for men 
not visible. Down beneath the decks, m- 
formed only of the glories of that duy’s 
fighting by Captain Cook’s bulletin, through 
the speaking tube, men worked in a pit 
below the water in a temperature of over 
160 degrees. 

From the funnels the black smoke pour- 
ing forth told that stokers and coal passers 
and firemen were working like fiends to 
give the ship more momentum, so that the 
foe would be captured. At the engines En- 
gineer Carter and his assistant, Mr. Pat- 
ton, watched every pulsation, and encour- 
aged the men to greater efforts to produce 
more steam. In the stoke holds men toiled 
amid flerce flames that licked out at them 
each time the doors opened for coal, or the 
long slice bars went in. The rush of ain 
that comes in goes out only through the fur- 
naces, creating what is known as forced 
draft.“ Curiously enough it is more com- 
fortable in the stoke hold when forced 
draft is called for than ordinarily, for the ex- 
tra air forced down helps the men as well 
as the fires. The heat, however, was intense

Miles Is Pushing His Victori- 
ous Campaign to the 
East of Ponce. 


ON THE EVE OF BATTLE. 


Officials Believe Armies Will 
Meet in the Neighborhood _ 
of Aibonito, 4 


TOWN STRONGLY FORTIFIED.

St. Thomas, D. W. I., July 31, 5:30 a. m.—

The American troops have reached Coamo, 
about nineteen miles northeast of Ponce, on 
the road to San Juan. Thus far they have 
met with no reaistance. 

There is no reason to change the opinion 
that if any stand is made before San Juan is 
reached it will be Aibonito, where the 
mountain pass gives the enemy a great op- 
portunity. At Guayamo, twenty-seven miles 
east of Ponce, 200 Spanish regulars under 
instructions from the Captain General seized 
the funds of the town. The residents re- 
sisted and General Miles was appealed to for 
help He has adviged a naval demonstra- 
tion in front of the town, and it is possible 
this will be made tomorrow. ps may be 
sent if the reported presence of the Spanish 
regulars there is confirmed. 

Tales of looting and outraging continue, 
the reports covering numerous small towns 
in the Province of Ponce. The arrival of 
General Brooke with the troops on board the 
auxiliary cruiser St. Louis is highly gratify- 
ing to General Miles, who says that posi- 
tively nothing is to be done prematurely. 

Establishing American Postoffices. 

United States Consul Hanna is busy as- 
sisting in the adjustment of local conditions 
to the new state of affairs. He is endeav- 
oring to establish American postoffices in 
all the important centers of the occupied 
territory, and he has frequent interviews 
with merchants and bankers on the question 
of the money premium—an awkward ques- 
tion, that is giving the American and local 
financiers much trouble. 

The situation, briefly, in this respect is 
that prior to the American occupation the 
premfum on American and English gold 
over Porto Rico silver has been from $1.20 
to $1.75. Spaniards, on leaving, took away 
aH the money they could find, and this re- 
sulted in an abnormal scarcity, crippling 
the merchants, who must ay import 
duties in Porto Rican coins. e premium 
fell quickly to 100, and is now down to 80. 
The serious question is as to the intrinsic 
value of native coin, which is adulterated 
with nickel. Today the merchants proposed 
to Mr. Hanna to agree to pay a premium of 
100, provided import duties on goods from 
the United States are removed. They also 
offered to buy everything from the United 
States. 

Pushing Rapidly Eastward. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—[{Special]— 
General Miles’ forces are pushing rapidly 
eastward along the military road from 
Ponce to San Juan and now control enough 
territory in eastern Porto Rico to facilitate 
the march upon the capital. Reports re- 
ceived by the War department today an- 
nounce the capture of Coamo, which indi- 
cates that Miles’ forces, after taking Juana 
Diaz, eight miles east of Ponce, yesterday 
halted only long enough to recover their 
breath and then pushed farther eastward, 
taking possession of the next city on the 
military highway. Coamo, which has a pop- 
ulation of 2,206 and a municipal jurisdiction 
of 10,482, is about nineteen miles from Ponce. 

Military officials are of the opinion that 
General Miles is on the eve of his first de- 
cisive battle in Porto Rico, for the Spaniards 
are said to be concentrating their forces at 
Aibonito, which is but five miles distant 
from the advanced position of the Ameri- 
cans at Coamo. General Miles’ forces and 
those of the enemy are constantly drawing 
closer together, and, in view of the capture 
of Coamo, the Spanish and American pick- 
ets are probably within rifle range. 

In the opinion of close students of strate- 
gy, especially as applied to the Porto Rican 
campaign, Albonito will not be captured 
without a severe combat, because, owing 
to the great height of the town and its lo- 
eation on the mountain, the enemy has ud- 
vantage of natural fortifications which have 
beon strengthened by ancient field pieces. 
Indeed, military officiala assert circum- 
stances indicate that the Spanish garrison 
at Guayama on the south coast has in all 
probability formed a junction in the moun- 
tains near Aibonito with the Spanish force 
which evacuated Ponce upon the 
of the Americans. 


Enemy About Three Thousand Strong. 


Guayamo was garrisoned by a force of 
2,000 soldiers and General Miles’ reports in- 
dicate that Ponce was deserted by its entire 
garrison, and hence the enemy’s force at 
Aibonito consists of about 3,000. If Aibunito 
is as strongly fortified as reports indicate 
it will require a force of at least 5,000 to 
effect its capture. General Miles can be 


depended upon, however, to utilize that

If the lards were routed at Al- 
bonito by Miles’ forces they would naturally 
fall back to Caguas, since the town has 
been prepared for hasty occupation. Miles 
could easily cover their retreat from Al- 
bonito, if he so wished, but in the opinion 
of military men he would be more likely to 
adhere to his determination to accomplish 
the subjugation of the island with as little 
bloodshed as porsible and permit the Span- 
lards to fall back to Caguas, at which place 
they could not hold out long. 

It is General Miles’ intention to establish 
intermediate quarters at Cayey, which lies 
midway between Aibonito and Caguas, 
where with a small force he would com- 
mand the military highway and prevent the 
enemy, if an attempt were made, retreating 
to or frcm San Juan. The country sur- 
rounding Cayey is possessed ot admirable 
camping grounds, being connected by two 
good roads with Port de Jobos, which is one 
of the best harbors on the south coast. 
Port de Jobos is one of the points selected 
by General Miles and General Liuveras for 
a base of supplies and will probably be used 
as such when the American forces com- 
mence the advance upon San Juan. .

It is Rhodes’ fight to regain the power lost 
by the Jameson raid. For a long time he 
sulked and was inactive, believing he had no 
change. Finally he was induced to enter the 
cainpaign vigorously, and now he is confi- 


sembly. 

Rhodes will probably not take the Pre- 
miership, but he will be a member of the 
Assembly and the power behind the throne. 

Charges are made that President Kruger 
is spending money to help the Africander- 
bond. Cables from Capetown say the nom- 
inations were all made today, and that the 
Progressives are certain of a small majority. 

The elections are on Sept. 4, and Rhodes 
will then be able to carry out his south 
African imperial scheme to thwart Presi- 
dent Kruger. 


-STEVENSON ARCHER PASSES. 


Death of the Ex-Congressman and 
Maryland Politician. Who Embez- 
zled the State’s Funds. 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 2.—[{Special. }—@tev- 
enson Archer, for many years prior to his 
downfall in 1890 one of the mast prominent 
lawyers and Democratic politicians in Mary- 
land, died at the City — ital bere this 
evening. He was 70 years old. His only son, 
Perey Archer of the Navy department at 
Washington, and his daughters from Belair, 
Md., were with him when he died. 

Stevenson Archer belonged to one of the 
oldest families in the State. He was a grad- 
uate of Princeton and soon after being ad- 
mitted to the bar in Belair he entered poli- 
ties. First he was elected to the Legislature 
as a Whig and next te Congress from the 
Second District in 1866, and in 1867 was ap- 
pointed a special Jutige for a term of the 
Cecil County Court. In 1870 he was returned 
to Congress, serving two terms, 

He was elected to the national Democratic 
convention which nominated Seymour and 
was also a delegate to the national conven- 
tion at St. Louis which nominated Tilden. 
In 1886 he was elected State Treasurer and a 
year later succeeded Senator Gorman as 
Chairman of the Democratic State commit- 
tee. He was later reéiected State Treasurer, 
and during this term of office the announce- 
aent othis defalcation of $182,401 came like 
a thunderclap. At first it was thought that 
Archer had been made the soapegoat of 
others and that the money had been spent 
in politics, but he made a confession in which 
he declared that none of the money had been 
used in gambling, speculation, or politics. 
He served three years of a sentence of five 
years in the penitentiary. Governor Brown 
pardoned the old man, but he never returned 
to his beautiful home in Harford County.

WILL OPEN DOWN-TOWN. 


Dr. Harper’s Plan to Offer Higher 
Education to Public School 
Instructors. 


PROF. BONET-MAURY HEARD. 


President William R. Harper announced 


at the twenty-fourth convocation of the 


University of Chicago in Kent Theater yes- 
terday afternoon gifts to the institution ag- 
gregating $30,000, as follows: 
re.

The gift of Mrs. Blaine is to establish in 
the down-town district of Chicago a branch 
of the university for the higher education 
of teachers in the public schools. Rooms 
will be rented for five years and will open 
in September for a half-decade’s experiment. 
The other gifts have been made to apply on 
the $8,000 which is the annual cost of carry- 
ing on the, elementary pedagogical school. 
The Castle’family for many years has been 
known in connection with the Hawallan 
Islands. President Harper announced the 
family’s gift as the first fruits of the an- 
nexation.” 


Address by Professor Bonet-Maury. 


The literary feature of the convocation 
was the address by Professor Bonet-Maury 
of the University of Paris. The auditorium 
of the theater was not large enough to ao- 
commodate the crowd that came to hear the 
distinguished visitor, and many were turned 
away. The professor gave an informal talk 
concerning the University of Paris. Some 
time ago Professor Maupassant visited Chi- 
cago, and on returning to Paris gave a lec- 
ture before the university, and also the Na- 
tlonal Academy, on the University of Chi- 
cago. The invitation for a convocation ad- 
dress here on the University of Paris was 
considered a return of the compliment. 

Professor Bonet-Maury, in closing, ex- 
pressed the hope that.the universities of the 
two countries, that have so many ideas and 
sympathies in common, might unite more 
closely, even as righteousness, peace, and 
good will are coming among nations.” 

The degree,of Doctor of Philosophy was 
conferred upon two candidates, Miss Eliza- 
beth Jeffreys and Ernest Carroll Moore. 
Rain interfered with the convocation pro- 
cession, which was to have started from 
Haskell Hall, but otherwise the usual order 
of exercises was carried out. Head Pro- 
fessor Galusha Anderson acted as convoca- 
tion chaplain. 

Importance of the Gift. 

The gift for the trial of a university branch 
for teachers is considered important in many 
ways. The idea isan original one with Pres- 
ident Harper, and the experiment will be 


closely watched by the educational world. 
In a local way it will affect the interests of 


the teachers of the public schools directly. 


as well as the prospective faculty and those 
who will be concerned in the establishing of 
the new institution. | 
The plan for a college for teachers was 
by President Harper in his quar- 
terly statement delivered at the convocation 
of last January. It was a hope of his that 
some day it might be carried out. It was 
several months after that when a letter came 
from one who had listened to his address 
conveying an offer of the amount he had pro- 
posed as necessary to a five years’ trial. At 
a meeting of the Board of Trustees yesterday 
afternoon the offer was accepted. 


Plan for Teachers’ College. 


The following is the plan for the college, 
as outlined by President Harper last winter: 

“That there be established at a central 
point the full curriculum of the freshman 
and sophomore classes as taught in the 
university, the work to be organized upon 
the same standard and in accordance with 
the same general regulations. 

“That as occasion may warrant or de- 
mand, courses more advanced and less ad- 
vanced be offered in connection with those 
ordinarily termed freshman and sophomore. 

„ That there be selected a separate and 
independent faculty with its own dean, the 
work of the faculty to be recognized by the 
university in the same way as similar work 
at the university is recognized. 

That courses of instruction be given in 
the afternoons and on Saturdays, each 
course consisting of four hours a week for 
twelve weeks, each class meeting twice a 
week, each session being a session of two 
hours. 

“That a faculty be constituted which 
shall consist of twenty or more instructors, 
representing the departments of pedagogy, 
psychology, history, sociology, Greek,Latin, 
French, German, English, mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, geology, and biology. 


Admission Without Examination. 


That teachers in the grammar and high 
school grades of the city schools be re- 
ceived without examination, and that others 


contact. The plan contemplates a college 
for teachers; not a college in which: the 
great proportion of time should be given, 
as in normal schools, to the study of meth- 
ods, but a college in which the teacher 
would be brought face to face with material 
that in one form or another would later be 
transmitted to those who have been in- 
trusted to his care.“ 

The details of instituting such a college, 
the choice of a location, the selection of a 
faculty, and many other important matters 
are yet undeveloped, but the plan will be 
carried into execution at once. The manage- 
ment will be in the hands of the university, 
and, as it is President Harper’s personal 
undertaking in a way, it is expected that 
his executive ability will be brought to 
bear in carrying it out. 


GIFT OF A CHICAGO LAWYER. 


Wallace Heckman Proposes to Supply a 
Summer Home for Artists and 


Oregon, III., Aug. 2.—[{Special.]--Wallace 
Heckman, the Chicago lawyer, who has a 
fine summer home here, offers to turn over 
for the use of the Chicago artists, sculptors, 


and HMterary people a tract of eighty acres | 


of land on which to bvild a clubhouse, a num- 
ber of stone cottages, and to make a number 
of improvements, the site to be permanently 
occupied by the artists in pursuit of their 
summer work. 

Mr. Heckman, it is reported, is about to 
make a ninety-nine-year contract, to take 
effect at once. 

The Chicago people interested in . the 
project are the artists: Charles Francis 
Brown, O. D. Grover, Ralph Clarkcon, 
Blanche Ostertag, and Bertha Menzler; 
sculptors, Lorado Taft, O. T. Mulligan, and 
Lou W. Moore; A. B. and I. K. Pond, archi- 
tects; H. B. Fuller, novelist; Professor Hor- 
ace Fiske of the Chicago University, J. 8. 
Dickenson, and others. 

Mr. Heckman stipulates that.in considera- 
tion of the use of the land a series of lectures 
shall be given each year to be free to those 
who desire to attend them. Mr. Heckman’s 
home is located on Eagles Neat Bluff, over- 
looking the Rock River and valley. The 
grounds which he offers to turn over to the 
Chicago artists adjoin his own premises. 
Nearby is the old cedar in which was once 
an eagle's nest, and under which Margaret 
Fuller wrote her famous “‘ Ganymede to His 
Bagle.”” Below is the Ganymede Spring, 
and in sight is Margaret Fuller Island, 
around which the Rock River has cut its 
way.

NEW LAPINER BUBBLE BURSTS. 


John and Anna Blasik in Custody 
Pending an Inquiry, but Later 
Are Released. 


The police yesterday made another search 
for little Gerald Lapiner, who wes stolen 
from his parents’ residence, 4735 Prairie 
avenue, on Decoration day. For a time 
they practically had in custody John Blasik, 
207 Sawyer avenue, and his sister Anna. 
The house at that number was searched by 
Detectives Broderick and Herman, but no 
trace of the child was had. 

Last April the furniture in the Lapiner 
house needed overhauling, and Mrs. Lapiner 
employed a colored man on Dearborn street, 
near Thirty-eighth, who hired a lame man, 
about 20 years old, to do the work. When 
he asked for his pay he was told the work 
had been poorly done and that they would 
pay him nothing. He left vowing that he 
would “get even.” Shortly after Anna 
Blasik became a servant in the Lapiner 
household. She had trouble, too, and left 
in anger. 

The police learned that Anna had a brother, 
also 20 years old and lame. The Blasiks, it 
was learned, had been talking about the 
Lapiner boy, and the police grew suspicious, 
Yesterday warrants were sworn out by 
Louis Lapiner before Justice Foster. Cap- 
tain Colleran had learned that another 
brother, Joe Blasik, had once lived near 
Bloomington. 

Anna Bilasik was taken to the Lapiner 
house last evening and identified, but when 
her brother was shown there the Lapiners 
declared that he was not the man. The 
Biasiks were released, agreeing to keep 
within call, until their brother Joe is heard 
from.

SCENES AT THE CASTLE. 


Gossip Rife Concerning Friction 
Between Kaiser and Be- 
reaved Family. 


ARRANGING FOR OBSEQUIES. 


Friedrichsruhe, Aug. 2.—The grounds about 
Prince Bismarck’s castle were thronged with 


people early today, crowds of Hamburgers 


ing attracted there by the prospect of 
seeing Emperor William pay a tribute of re- 
spect to the dead. 

They wandered about the woods, congre- 
gating in the beer gardens, and sent hun- 
dreds of memorial post cards with portraits 
of the deceased Prince and pictures of the 
castle. Many of the people were in mourn- 


ing and hundreds came on bicycles. 


Under the trees sixty men of the Thirty- 
first Infantry’ from Altona, and the Ser- 


Seants of Prince Bismarck’s regiment, from 


Magdeburg, had arranged their messes. 
The Sergeants in their white uniforms with 
yellow facings and burnished helmets, fur- 
nished a guard which was on duty on the 
terrace facing the garden behind the castle. 
The latter remains strictly closed. A little 
side gate was opened occasionally to admit 
messengers, with telegrams and wreaths, 
who were constantly arriving. 


Arrival of the Emperor. 


The Emperor and Empress of Germany 
arrived here at 6 o'clock this evening, ac- 
companied by Baron von Btilow, the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, and the Empress wus in 
mourning. The members of the late Prince 
Bismarck's family received the Iimper tal 
party, and the Emperor on alighting kissed 
Prince Herbert Bismarck on both cheeks 
and shook hands with Count William Ris- 
marck. The party then entered the castle, 
passing through detachments of the Thirty- 
first Regiment of Infantry, which were 
— up along the road and up to the castle 
gate. 

When the imperial train arrived here the 
crowds were 80 anxious to see the Emperor 
that they swarmed over the fences and upon 
the platform. The troops, however, were 
able to keep a space clear around the Em- 
peror’s saloon carriage. , 

The presentations at the railroad cross- 
ing where the Bismarcks received the Em- 
peror and Empress consumed ten minutes, 
the Emperor shaking hands with Count von 
Rantzau, the late Prince’s son-in-law, and 
other relatives of the deceased. 

There was no cheering, but an uproar was 
caused by the excited convertation carried 
on among the crowds present. | 


In the Death Chamber. 


It was a mournful procession that defiled 
into the death chamber, Prince Herbert 
leading with the Empress, and the Emperor 
following with Princess Herbert, after whom 
came the privileged members of the imperial 
suite, and the wife and da ter of Dr. 
— — and Baron M in all about 
thirty personages. * 

Chairs were disposed around the cata- 
falque, and Pastor Westphal stood at the 
head of thecoffim When their Majesties en- 
tered all knelt down around the coffin in 
silent prayer. Then a hymn was sung, and 
Pastor Westphal delivered his discourse, ex- 
tolling the deeds of the dead Prince. Another 
hymn and the benediction closed the simple 
ceremony, which lasted twenty minutes. 


Wreaths for the Coffin. 


Their Majestiesdeposited beautiful wreaths 
on the coffin and, under the guidance of 
Prince Herbert, inspected the numerous 
floral tributes. The imperial party then left 
the Schloss in the same order as on its ar- 
rival, bidding the members of the family a 
tender farewell. The Emperor again kissed 
Prince Herbert on both cheeks. The public, 
watching the departure, preserved a respect- 
ful silence, only waving hate and hand- 
kerchiefs as the train left for Potsdam. 
Amateur photographers were all about and 
displayed the greatest activity. 

It is asserted on good authority that on the 
arrival of the imperial party, and after the 
greetings, the Emperor said to Prince Her- 
bert: I am surprised that death came so 
soon. Prince Herbert replied: ‘‘ We feared 
the autumn might prove fatal to our father, 
but we never supposed the end would come 
now, in midsummer. Therefore, it was all 
the more painful to us.“ 


Declines Emperor’s Offers. 


Then, it is said, the Emperor again pressed 
his desire to have a national funeral in the 
Berlin Cathedral. Prince Herbert, however, 
still demurred, whereupo@ his Majesty said: 
“If this is not acceptable I should like to 
place a memorial sarcophagus, with a life- 
sized monument, in the cathedral.“ But to 
this Prince Herbert replied that he could not 
see how he would be acting in conformity 
with his father’s instructions by accepting it. 

Immediately after the service the Em- 
peror and Empress and those who accom- 
panied them started for Berlin. 

The former Empress Frederick sent a 
large laurel wreath, with palms, lilies, and 
white roses Intertwined, and tied with black. 

President Kruger of the Tranevaal Re- 
public, telegraphed to Emperor William and 
to Prince Herbert Bismarck his condolences, 
and announced that the government flags at 
Pretoria, the capital, were half-masted in 
honor of the deceased statesman. 

The Emperor and Empress remained for- 
ty-five minutes at the castle and were es- 
corted back to the train by the entire Bis- 
marck family. Brief farewells were ex- 
changed at the railroad. The Emperor, 
standing in his saloon carriage, saluted the 
crowd, which respectfully uncovered. 

Throughout the service in the death cham- 
ber the Emperor remained standing, the 
Empress being seated. The service con- 
cluded with a hymn. 

The Emperor then shook hands with 
Pastor Westphal and Pinnow, the valet of 
Bismarck.

Berlin, Aug. 2.—A sensation was created 
by the Emperor during the afternoon, who 
telegraphed countermanding the Bismarck 
obsequies, which were to take place in front 
of the Reichstag Building, and ordering, in- 
stead, that mourning services be held in the 
Emperor William Memorial Church.

THE PEACE OUTLOOK. 

An official statement has at last been 
made of the exact terms offered to 
Spain upon which peace may be negotiated, 
All of these terms but one are stated cate 
gorically; that one is left conditional. The 
direct terms are the relinquishment of all 
claim of sovereignty over or title to Cuba, 
the cession of Porto Rico, and the imme 
diate evacuation of both islands and the ces- 
sion of an island in the Ladrones. The con- 
ditional terme are that the President “ does 
not now put forward any claim for pe 


tion of a significant nature since if Spain 
does not accept the war will go on, and in 
the ultimate settlement a demand for in- 
demnity will be made. Further, the Presi- 
dent declares that the “ United States will 
occupy and hold the city, bay, and harbor 
of Manila pending the conclusion of a treaty 
of peace, which shall determine the control, 
disposition, and government of the Philip- 
pines.” 

The reply of Spain to these terms has 
not yet been received in Washington, but 
news from Madrid states that the Spanish 
government has accepted the principal prop- 
ositions, which probably include those re- 
ferring to the West India Islands. The of- 
ficial announcement, however, is reserved 
until certain details are arranged. It is 
estimated that some amendments will be 
asked for, and when these are granted then 
Spain will officially accept the President’s 
terms. This diplomatic dodging may be 
for the purpose of letting the Spanish gov- 
ernment down easily with the people by 
convincing them that everything is not sur- 
rendered, or it may be a ruse to gain time. 4 
Spain is an adept in evasions for this pur 
pose, and if the amendments concern the 
Philippines, as is most likely, it may be 
several days before this government will 
get a definite reply. | 
From this point of view it would have 
been better in every way if the President 
had left the terms as to the Philippines so . 
that there would have been no opening for 
amendment. It goes without saying that 
a surrender of the Philippines will not be 
indorsed by the people of this country and 
that a treaty of peace based upon such 
terms will not be ratified by the Senate. 
The President should have demanded the 
ceasion and immediate evacuation of the 
Philippines. Nothing less than thie will 
satisfy the American people, and of this 
he must be aware. They will never consent 
to an abandonment of these islands, and 
they will never give their consent either to 
handing them back to Spain or going into 
any partnership with that country as to 
their control, disposition, and govern- 
ment.” The United States government 
owes it to its people and it owes it to the 
world to take these islands from Spain, 
which has misgoverned them, and govern 
them itself. Any other settlement will be 
a shirking of plain duty and an exhibition 
of national weakness and cowardice. If 
we are not going to hold the Philippines 
Dewey and Merritt should not have been 
sent there, and we should have saved our- 
selves the immense cost of conquering 
lands which we did not intend to keep. 


Proofs of Chicago's health- 


CHICAGO'S fulness as a summer resort 
Deatu Rate continue to accumulate, The 
Is SMALL. statistics of the City Health 


department furnish some 
remarkable evidence on this point. During 
the July just past there were only 1,938 
deaths in Chicago from all causes, which 
makes the exceptifnally low annual death 
rate of 14.8 per 1,000 inhabitants. The best 
of it is that the actual number of July deaths 
has been steadily decreasing since the 
World’s Fair year, and these are now actu- 
ally fewer than they were when the city’s 
population was less than a million. The 
prevalence of the cool lake breeze has a 
direct effect upon the death rate, as is shown 
both by the figures of last year and by the 
figures of hot and cool periods of the July 
just past. During the first fifteen days of the 
month the temperature was four degrees 
lower than the twenty-seven years’ aver- 
age, while during the last sixteen days of the 
month the mean temperafüre was seven de- 
grees higher than the average. The daily 
deaths were 30 per cent more during the hot 
period than during the cool period. But the 
steady decrease in the city’s death rate from 
year to year is undoubtedly due to the in- 
crgasing cleanliness of the streets and alleys 
and the improved sanitary conditiona, both 
public and private. With the completion of 
the drainage canal the improvement in the 
city’s summer health conditions should be 
still more marked. 


OUBA’S ARMY OF OCCUPATION. 

What the Washington dispatches say 
about Ouba’s requiring 100,000 men to hold 
it after Spain surrenders and evacuates 
the island is sheer nonsense. Our govern- 
ment may send in such a force after the 
healthy season in Cuba begins, in order to 
see that every Spanish soldier and officia) 
gets out of the island, but few American sol- 
diers will be needed after the war is com- 
pletely ended. Before next June three- 
quarters of those soldiers can safely be 
mustered out of the service and returned 
home. 

The places of these soldiers will be taken 
by the great peace army of Americans that 
will immediately begin pouring into the 
rich island in search of trade, industry, and 
homes, This friendly invasion will soon 
put a new face on Ouban affairs and quiet 
all disturbances. There will be no need for 
large garrisons in Havana or elsewhere 
after the Americanizing of the island be- 
gins. The natural influx of our citizens 
will quickly leaven the whole iump, per- 
meating the life of the island with Ameri- 
can ideas, and lending immediate stability 
to its political, commercial, social, and 
educational affairs. That is the sort of 
occupation that will count for most, and 
it is the only kind that will be needed after 
a few months.

Reed thanked the delegates 
for their continued and unvarying good 
will,” which, he stated, has consisted in 
good measure “in the large liberty you 
have always given me of interpreting your 
wishes.“ Mr. Reed has been liberal in his 
interpretation occasionally. He wasagainst 
Hawalian annexation, while he must have 
known that his constituents wished to see 
the islands made a part of the United States. 
Mr. Reed fought off action on the Cuban 
question as long as hg could, though the ma- 
jority of his constituents favored immediate 
action. If, however, they are satisfied with 
his peculiar way of interpreting their wishes 
it is their affair. : 
All that the Speaker had to say concerning 
the question of national expansion was: 


The problems after the war will be the most 
froublesome and will demand the most earnest 
efforts of us all. For my part I hope that all these 
problems may be worked out consistently with 
our time-honored and dearly bought institutions 
and with the traditions of our wise forefathers. 

In view of his position concerning Hawall, 
this language may be interpreted as meaning 
that he is opposed to the acquisition of more 
territory either im the West Indies or in the 
Pacific and that he will do what he can 
against territorial expansion no matter what 
his constituents think about the matter. But 
whenever the question of national expansion 
comes before the House the Speaker will 
find himself unable to shape the action of 
that body to suit his wishes. It will run over 
him as it did at the last session. 


SELECT GENUINE AMERICANS. 

The Washington correspondents, acting 
on the assumption that Spain will accept 
the President’s peace conditions, have be- 
gun guessing as to the persons whom the 
President may select as “ commissioners ” 
or negotiators. Among the names men- 
tioned by them are those of ex-President 
Harrison, Ambassador Hay, Grover Cleve- 
land, George F. Edmunds, ex-Secretary 
Olney, and General Woodford. The fitness 
of any of these persons for the position in 
connection with which they are named may 
be measured by the mass of the people by a 
different standard than by President Mc- 
Kinley. Some of those who have been men- 
tioned may suit him, but will not suit the 
people. The latter do not desire to see un- 
American, bigoted, anti- national expan- 
sionists put in charge of the interests of the 
United States. 

In case Spain agrees to the American 
terms, a decision as to the ultimate 
“control, disposition, and government ” of 
the Philippines is to be left to an American- 
Spanish commission. The majority of the 
people are opposed to that, for they want 
the President to say this country must have 
the Philippines as decisively as he has said 
it must have Porto Rico. But since there 
has to be a commission all except the mug- 
wumps and the anti-national expansion 
Bryanites want men on it who will demand 
for the United States, not a coaling station, 
though it be the City of Manila, but the 
absolute, undisputed ownership of the 
Philippines. The people will insist that 
that commission shall not be made up of 
anti-expansionista, 

The selection of Cleveland would not be 
satisfactory. He who was so bitterly op- 
posed to the annexation of Hawaii would 
be willing to let Spain have all the islands 
in the Pacific it once owned and reserve 
nothing for the United States, not even a 
pitiful little coaling station. Olney was 
Cleveland's man. He may be broader in 
his views than Cleveland is. He certainly 
did well in the Venezuela matter, but 
whether he could be trusted as regards the 
Philippines is uncertain. Ex-Senator Ed- 
munds is a pronounced anti-expansionist. 
General Woodford is not the strongest of 
men. He let the Spaniards steal a march 
on him once, Ex-President Harrison was 
for Hawaiian annexation. Though in- 
tensely conservative, he may be for the 
acquisition of the Philippines. He has not 
committed himself. Nor is anybody aware 
of Ambassador Hay's position. He may 
for all that is known be tinctured with mug- 
wumpery. 

The name of no outspoken, trustworthy 
advocate of national expansion has been 
mentioned. Yet a majority of the people 
are of that way of thinking, and they ought 
to be represented on the cominission. Pub- 
lic sentiment is averse to the surrender of 
anything to Spain. Public sentiment re- 
jects the proposition that the United States 
should be content with Manila and a little 
surrounding territory and let the rest slide. 
That public sentiment should have a spokes- 
man on the commission. The people have 
become convinced that this country can. 
govern the Philippines without difficulty 
and without expense, even if Agulnaldo pro- 
poses to make trouble, They are satisfied 
that he can be put down without difficulty, 
and that good laws justly administered and 
fair trade will pacify everybody else. They 
will keep the peace better than a garrison.

There is no more reason why Cuba should 
have yellow fever than why it should have 
Spanish troops. 

A PROTECTORATE IMPOSSIBLE. 
Some of the opponents of national ex- 
pansion contend that the best way of solv- 
ing the Philippine problem will be for the 
United States, Spain, Great Britain, and 
Germany to take the islands under their 
joint protection. It is alleged that if this 
were done the natives could be well gov- 
erned and peace and prosperity woud pre- 
vail. One objection to this scheme is that 
the United States should become the owner 
—and the sole owner—of the Philippines as 
some compensation for the expense it has 
been put to by Spain. If these islands are 
not secured this country will receive prac- 
tically no indemnity. 

The other objection is that no protec- 
torate or joint control can be made to 
work satisfactorily. It would be difficult 
for four parties to such an agreement to 
get along together even if all were disin- 
terested and were sincerely desirous to 
do nothing but what was right. Eve 
when these conditions obtained it w 
be hard to avoid friction and occasional 
misunderstandings. The United States, 
Germany, and Britain have an arrangement 
concerning Samoa which does not work 
well. The dual control of Dgypt by France 
and England was unsatisfactory while it 
lasted. Neither patty to the arrangement 
fully trusted the other. 

It would be impossible for such discordant 
elements as Spain, Germany, the United 
States, and Great Britain to get along to- 
gether. No three ever would agree on any- 
thing. The partnership would have to be 
dissolved as soon as it was made on ac- 
count of incompatibility of temperament. 
The administrative methods of neither 
Germany nor Spain would suit the United 
States at all. A more unworkable scheme 
cannot be devised. 

Nor is the proposition feasible that there 
shall be a protectorate by the United States 
alone. There will not and there can- 
‘not be anything in the form of a govern- 
ment to protect. When Spanish rule has 
been overthrown there will be no native 
government to take its place. There will 
simply be about eight million people who 
never have governed themselves. There 
are many islands, inhabited by different 
races, disagreeing in religion and in other 
respects. If the natives were left entirely 
to themselves the islands would be di- 
vided between several ambitious chieftains, 
No workable native government to be “ pro- 
tected” can be set up. The islands must 
be governed outright by some one civilized 
nation. The nation which should do that 
is the United States. It has the paramount 
claim to the Philippines now. 


In asking an explanation of 
Brat Asks the “ spirit of the American 
Our Motives. proposal” in answer to its 
appeal for terms of peace, 
Spain apparently wants to feel assured that 
our “intentions are entirely honorable.”’ 
But then it might be just as well, in order 
that there may bea clear understanding all 
round, that Spain should explain the motives 
which induced it to make the request for 
termsatall. Didit really want peace, or was 
it merely a device to gain time? Or didit 
ask for termssimply because it was whipped 
and couldn’t hope to carry on the war any 
longer? In the latter case the request for 
terms would seem to have been simply a 
matter of necessity rather than choice, and 
the demand for an explanation of“ motives” 
under such circumstances seems rather 
ridicylous. 


INCREASING THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

The entire National Guard of Illinois has 
been mustered into the service of the United 
States. If there were to be any trouble 
within the State—any riots so serious that 
the National Guard would be called out 
under ordinary circumstances to deal with 
them—the Governor would have no or- 
ganized and well disciplined troops at hand 
whom he could call on. There is no proba- 
bility, near or remote, of any disturbances, 
Nevertheless, there is a feeling that it is 
not wise that the State should be left de- 
fenseless in the event of possible internal 
disorder, That has prompted the sug- 
gestion that some of the Chicago provisional 
regiments, composing what is called the 
Union League Brigade, be made a sort of 
“home guard.” The question whether 
this can be done is being considered by the 
Governor now. 

The State law limits the number of men 
who shall compose the National 


uard, 
That organization was practically riven 


the war began. It the First, Second, Sev 


enth, and other old regiments are still to be 


considered in theory at least as belonging to 
the National Guard, then there may be a 
question as to the authority of the Governor 
to lend State arms to the provisional! regi: 
ments or treat them as a part of the “ reg- 
ular organized militia” of the State. If 
the members of the First and other regi- 
ments have ceased to be members of the 
National Guard by entering the service of 
the general government, then of course the 
Governor can organize new regiments, but 
it is certain that when the militia regiments 
return home they will want to be considered 
a part of the National Guard, and not be 
crowded out by regiments raised while they. 
were away. 

Whatever conclusion may be arrived at, 
it is proper to ask whether Illinois will not 
make a mistake if it retains the present re- 
striction on the number of men who may 
enter the National Guard. As the law 
stands the infantry force cannot exceed 
twenty-two battalions, the maximum 
strength of each of which must not exceed 


330 men. That makes a total of 7,400 


men, But for the limitation there could 
and would have been more infantrymen in 
the State service before the war. The war 
is going to give a great impetus to the mili- 
tary spirit of Illinoisans, and if permission 
is given and the State will make the neces- 
saty appropriation new regiments will be 
organized. 

The question is whether the Legislature 
when it meets next January should not 
amend the law so as fo increase the strength 
of the “organized militia” and also make 
the larger appropriations which that in- 
crease may necessitate, The stronger the 
National Guard the larger the number of 
tolerably well drilled and disciplined men 


whom the State will be able to place at 


once at the disposal of the general gov- 
ernment whenever called on. Such men 
will be able to render effective service much 
sooner than raw recruits who never bave 


kept step or handled a gun. Illinois has 


made 30 good a record during the present 
war because it had a highly efficient, though 


small, National Guard. The larger that 


guard the better the record the State will 
bé able to ma ke on future occasions.

An old saying about being 
ing generous has an important application 


nited States undertook, even at the cost

In fact, he said he would fight for the privi- 
lege of continuing to outrage justice and hu- 
manity. Now he is beaten and helpless, and 
suggests that we cease fighting him and asks 
on ‘what conditions we will do so. Immedi- 
ately there goes up a cry to the President: 
Be generous in the hour of victory!“ He is 
, urged—urged most of all by those who 
scoffed at the idea that any duty to human- 
ity could force us into war—to make the 
terms of peace 80 as to restore as far as 
possible the conditions antecedent to war. 

As the London Spectator, speaking of the 
Americans having set out to terminate the 
misrule which affronted their consciences, 
remarks: ‘ A moralist would say, one would 
think, that, having begun so great a work, 
they were bound to carry ft through, that 
they contracted weighty, even terrible, ob- 
gations toward the colonists of Spain, and 
were bound to discharge those obligations 
without thinking too much of the conse- 
quences to themselves, They can, if they 
like, being Anglo-Saxons, give the colonists 
firm and lenient government, and, as the his- 
torlan will say, in the merest justice, and out 
of decent care for their own self-respect, 
they ought to do it.“

It means that the United States, which of all 
powers chould keep engagements because of her 
relation to the two continents in which-she claims 
hegemony, is to betray Aguinaldo and the whole 
tribe of Tagals, two millions of dark people who 
have accepted Christianity and disipay 
considerable qualities—though mercy, we fear, at- 
tracts them as little as it attracts some Spaniards

diers. 

The achievements of the American army 
in Cuba are of the most glorious character, 
They illustrate the courage, endurance, and 
loyalty of the American soldier, whether he 
be regular or volunteer, and the intelli- 
nee and character of the regular officers, 
very American must feel a thrill of pride 
by reason of these achievements. The mere 
thought of the victory which was 
over the Spaniards is stimulating alone, but 
when we consider all that our soldiers 
gained, all the sacrifices that they made, 
all the hardships that they endured, we not 
only feel proud of their success but are 
struck with wonder by the exhibition of rere 
qualities which was called forth by strenu- 
ous conditions, It was the work of the 
regular army of the United States, as- 
sisted most valiantly by the “ Rough 
Riders,” the  Seventy-first New York, 
and the Second Massachusetts Volun- 
teers. We now know the stuff of which 
these men are made. They went to Cubs ill 
prepared for such.conditions as they en- 
countered and such battles as they have 
fought. There were less than half as many 
of them as there should have been. They 
were practically without cavalry, because 
the government did not send enough horses, 
The force of artillery was not one-tenth of 


what it should have been. The means for 


the transportation of food were so inade- 
quate that correspondents tell us that all 
the time the men were on half rations, and 
that some of them, at least, engaged in hard 
fighting after a fast of thirty-six hours, 
They were not properly clad, and their 
heavy uniforms became so much of an in- 
cumbrance that they were obliged to throw 
them and their blankets away. So inade- 
quately fitted out was thia expedition that 
when the battle was at its height the rough 
pathways over which the volunteers had 
made their way to the front were choked 
with the wounded going to the rear to find 
surgeons, some of them being obligei to 
walk twelve miles before reaching the needed 
medical assistance, They fought in an un- 
known country, amid strange surrcundings, 
tortured by tropical insects and tropical 


vegetation, soaked by tropical rains, and 


breathing pestilential air while they slept. 
Opposed to them was an excellent body of 
Spanish infantry, well intrenched, end fight- 
ing with desperation. Although this is the

AGUINALDO, THE INSURGENT. 
Characteristics of the Man Who Seeks 


to Be the Great Boss of the 
Philippines. 


of Auxi ~ 
Cruisers,” 


Cavite, July 17.— [New York Tribune. }--If 
Aguinaldo, who has declared 
himself dictator of all the Philippines, were 
to walk the streets of an American city the 
casual observer would take him for a Jap- 
anese student or artisan. He is short. but 
well knit, has the Japanese cast of face and 
form of head, and the casual observation 
would be strengthened by a bristly black 
pompadour of the kind so common among 
the Mikado's subjects. There are no out- 
ward or visible marks of genius except that 
the General is slow and deliberate, and that 


may be a sign of depth and breadth of men- 


tal caliber. Aguinaldo is unruffied alike in 
victory and defeat. In the privacy of his 
state chamber he may execute a double 
shuffle or survey himseif in a mirror when 
his trusted lieutenants bring tidings of a 
fresh victory; or he may toss on his cot at 
night when the Spanish occasionally ha ve 
the advantage, but the visitor searches in 
vain for the play of emotion, sentiment, 
hope, or despair when he is presented. 

The correspondent of the Tribune brought 
Aguinaldo the tidings from Hongkong of 
the seizure of the cargo of the Pasig. The 
interpreter was a little slow in breaking the 
news, but when it was told the chieftain 
simply said it was too bad and extended 
the warmest thanks for the unwelcome ad- 
vices. 

Aguinaldo's chief concern now is the pres- 
ervation of his precious head, Japanese 
heads are cheap enough nowadays, but the 
Spanish have bid his up to $25,000. When he 
first landed here Aguinaldo fought with his 


executive work and an increasing feat of 
assassination, and the leader sought safety 
in Cavite. There he is surrounded by a corps 
of his trusted followers. The safeguerds 
which surround him there are such that he 
is protected from everything save the 
treachery of those in high place. 
He has established headquarters in the 
former home of a rich native, situated on 
Calle de Arsenal, Cavite's main aPenue. 
The house is broad, low, roomy, and typical- 
ly Spanish. It was in old Cavite that Aguin- 
aldo was born twenty-six years ago, and 
hé has established his aged mother and sev- 
eral of his relatives in his headquarters. 
There is a paved court at the street en- 
trance, and a guard of insurgents line it on 
either side. They come to a present for 
Americans, and good form calls for a salute 
in return. A stairway leads from the court, 
and the landing at the top is larger and 
makes a good antechamber, Here stand 
ards in uniforms of a material suspicious- 
y like blue gingham marked down to nine 
cents, 
There is little delay for the American vie- 
itor, and the summons to enter the recep- 
tion-room comes quickly. The presentat'ons 
are simple. Aguinaldo comes in, extends 
his hand for a short shake, and then mo- 
tions the visitors to seats. He wears a 
spotiess suit of white linen, a white shirt 
with well polished front, a high collar, and 
a black cravat tied in a bow, and red velvet 
slippers embroidered in gold. 

When questioned as to his troops at a re- 

cent interview General Aguinaldo examined 
a small war map showing the provinces 
heading on Manila Bay, and traced the 
movements of his troops, the distribution 
of his garrisons, the locations of his lines, 
and the prospective advances with a delib- 
eration and mastery of details that a®least 
carried the conviction of triumph. He 
smiled cver the capture of Batangas with- 
out the loss of a man, but that was the only 
change in his countenance in a long inter- 
view. It took a long stretch of the Imagina- 
tion to fully appreciate that the quiet little 
man in spotless linen was the leader of an 
active rebellion and the ally of an invading 
force, Aguinaldo is quite comfortable in the 
looted Town of Cavite. In his office he has 
a modern desk backed with a bevel-edged 
mirror that came from some European mart; 
a couple of large, strong, iron boxes for the 
dictatorial treasury, an abundance of easy 
chairs, an old grand plano several feet tall- 
er than the modern make, and a large hat 
rack of fanciful design. The only signs of 
war were the ends of sword chaing that 
peeped through holes in the gingham coats 
of the officers in attendance, and a metallic 
standard holder that leaned against the hat 
rack. 
The court of the dictator is not impressive. 
A chamberlain was identified as a tman 
who had worked for some days for the news- 
per correspondents, and there were other 
touches of opera bouffe. Aguinaldo’s pres- 
ent concern is the defeat of Augusti, and he 
will not discuss the future of the islands. 
He and his followers, however, hope for a 
republic under a limited American pro- 
tectorate. Aguinaldo seems to possess real 
ability, but none of his followers shine in the 
estimate of the Americans here. They are 
of a rather low order as a rule, and gener- 
ally ignorant and illiterate, and Aguinaldo 
himself has not completely proved his 
strength of character, but he has fought long 
and hard, success is in sight, and he is ambi- 
tious. So are his followers.

LABOR KNOT FOR MAYOR. 


TROUBLE WITH ELECTRICAL lun 
MEN WAITS FOR HIS SOLUTION. 


Superintendent Ellicott’s Action in Hir- 
ing Nonu-Union Help to Take the 
Place of Strikers Causes a Disagree- 
ment—Men Say an Ordinance For- 
bids It—City Hall Officials Let the 
Ravenswood Church Bell Matter Se- 
verely Alone, 


* 


Mayor Harrison will have a lively labor 
row to settle when he gets home tomorrow, 
and many predictions have been made as to 
how he will handle it. The trouble is be- 
tween the electrical linemen employed by 
the city and Superintendent Ellicott of the 
Electrical department. It is as full-fledged 
and well-developed a dispute as ever arose 
to disturb the relations between employer 
and employé. 

Such a thing as a strike or lockout in the 
case of city employés has always been con- 
sidered an impossibility, but one is on at the 
City Hall, and the men are awaiting the 
return of the Mayor to find out how far he 
will back up Superintendent Ellicott in the 
course the latter has taken. 

When Superintendent Ellicott refused the 
linemen double time for their work on the 
Saturday half holiday the men and every 
one else supposed that was all there was to 
the row. The linemen were willing enough 
to allow the matter to be settled by the 
Mayor on his return home. But when Su- 
perintendent Ellicott informed them they 
could not return to work unless they came 
back on his terms the case took a different 


aspect. 


Yesterday the Superintendent set about 
biring any men he could get to take the 
places of the discharged men, regardless 
of whether they were union men or not, just 
as any employer would whose men had 
struck or had been locked out. He could 
do this under the civil service law, as the 
list of eligibles for the places had been 
exhausted, and he had been granted permis- 
sion by the commission to hire what sixty- 
5 men he pleased. This he proceeded 
do. 


Say Ellicott Violates Law. 


The linemen who had been displaced at 
once set up the cry that a city ordinance 
forbids the employment of non-union men 
by the city and that Superintendent Elli- 
cott was violating it. 

President Carroll of the Civil Service com- 
mission became somewhat excited over the 
matter, as he was put in his present job 
to gratify the labor untons, but Superin- 
tendent Ellicott went on his way regard- 
less of all objections. At night he an- 
nounced he had a complete new force of 
linemen engaged and was ready to go ahead 
with the work of his department. 
Meanwhile the labor agitators who hold 
o many positions under the present city 
government declared the City Hall was, to 
use their expression, being ratted,“ and 
predicted all sorts of trouble unless some- 
thing should be done in the matter. 
Acting Mayor Waller did not care to in- 
terfere with Superintendent Ellicott, and 
so the dispute has gone over to the Mayor's 
return. The labor unions will demand not 
only the return to work of the suspended 
linemen but probably also that Superin- 
tendent Ellicott be disciplined for daring to 
the requirements of — *. 
abor. 

Alderman Schlake thus far has been un- 
able to find any one around the City Hall 
willing to take up the job of suppressing 
the bell of All Saints’ Church in Ravens- 
wood, and the chances are, so far as the 
city is concerned, the bell can keep on ring- 
ing as long and loudly as it pleases. Several 
residents of Ravenswood who did not sign 
the petition for the quieting of the bell say 
it is not so much of a nuisance as the peti- 
tioners would have it appear, and some of 
them declare it is the sentiment of the com- 
munity that a man who will lie in bed after 
7 o’clock in the morning ought to be dis- 
turbed anyhow. 


Object to Using Asphalt. 


Health Commissioner Reynolds received a 
communication from the officials of the 
Stock-Yards stating that it {8 impracticable 
to pave their animal pens with asphalt. They 
say that the effect of the hard pavement on 
the feet of the live stock would be disastrous.

SPAIN'S FOES TO. 
IMPLORE DON CARLOS 
TO STRIKE NOW.

Revolutionists Go ‘to ‘Lucerne to 


Pursuade the Pretender That He 


Must Lead His Followers in the 


Civil Conflict.

Paris, Aug. 2.—Strong pressure is being 
brought to bear on Don Carlos which prob- 
ably will force him to act immediately.

WANT HOME RULE FOR CITIES. 


General Theme of the League of Amer- 
ican Municipalities in Session 
at Detroit. 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 2.—[Special.}—At to- 
day's session of the League of American 
Municipalities papers and addresses were 
delivered on the general relations existing 
between Legislatures and city governments. 
There seemed to be a strongly defined senti- 
ment in favor of greater latitude for munici- 
pal authorities and fewer limitations by 
State legislative authorities Home Rule | 
for Cities was the theme of the day's dis- 
cussion, and the subject was debated from 
almost every standpoint.

Mayor Silas B. Drake of Lincoln, N. J., 
arrived this morning, having in tow two of 
the female members of his unique City Coun- 
cil, One of these is Miss Emma Egel, Presi- 
dent of the Council, the other, Mrs. Flora P. 

The 
third female member, Mrs. Olfve Hazard, 
was prevented from attending by the ness 
of her children. Three intimidated male 
members of the same body are left behind, 
possibly because they could not add to the 
attractiveness of Mayor Draae’s drawing 
cards. 

For Lincoln is a “boom” town. It has 
been in existence only eighteen months, but 
under the successful manipulations of Mayor 
Drake's real estate faculties, coupled with 
the advertising properties of his female 
Council members and sundry newspaper cuts 
and notices, it has already achieved enviable 
notoriety. To be sure, it casts only eighty- 
one votes, and thirty-one of these are 
women. 

At the Auditorium Mayor W. E. Yo 
of Akron, O., spoke on boards, single head 
commission, or Council committees. He 
was followed by Mayor F. V. Evans of 
Birmingham, Ala. Two others were to have 
spoken on this topic, but as they were not 
present the meeting was turned over to 
Professor Parsons of Kansas University, 
who delivered an dress upon “ Munici- 
pal Liberty and Self-Government of Cities.“ 

Professor Parsons is a small, spare man, 
rather fragile in appearance, but with keen, 
thoughtful features. As city governments 
stand today, he said, people are only in 
spasmodic control. They are supreme at 
election time; between times, not at all. The 
Council and Aldermanic boards are then 
masters of the situation, and the people 
must submit to whatever measures they 
make. Three measures of reform, Profes- 
sor Parsons thought, are needed—the initi- 
active and referendum, woman suffrage, 
where women ask it, and home rule for 
cities as to local affairs; without control 
or restriction by Legislatures. 

It was the last feature which Professor 
Parsons emphasized most strongly. He 
said that most cities have no initiative—no 
right to start an ing new without first 
appealing to the slature. In the mat- 
ter of franchises, public conveniences, and 
other matters pertaining directly and alone 
to the welfare of cities, municipalities are 
ham and restricted by tive au- 
thority.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—Camp Alger, 
Va., is to be abandoned by the War depart- 
ment, and the 20,000 men there are to be re- 
moved to & more healthful locality near 
Manassas, Va. This determination was 
reached by Secretary Alger today as a re- 
sult of recommendations made to him by 
Surgeon General Sternberg of the army, 
who believes in frequent changes of camp- 
ing grounds of large bodies of men, and be- 
cause of the rapid spread of and constant- 
ly increasing mortality from typhoid fever. 

Manassas is about forty miles south from 
Washington, is near a mountainous coun- 
try, and the town proper is on the line of di- 
rect communication with the Capital City. 
The troops will be scattered over a wide 
area, and, as far as practicable, will be kept 
in brigades.:"Fhe start from Camp Alger 18 
to be made as soon as possible, and the trip 
to Manassas will be in light marching order, 
giving the troops some practical experience 
in army movements. 

The understanding now is that the new 
camp is to be but a temporary one, but just 
how long the troops are to remain there is 
not stated. Some of the Camp Alger regi- 
ments will be selected for Porto Rico, but 
the expectation is all will first go to Manas- 
sas.

General Passenger Agent of the Great 
‘Nerthern Gives the History of the 


„ Shotgun Tactics—Mr. McNicoll 
Defends the Accused Line and 
Quotes American Differentials, — 


Inquiry into the causes of the Canadian 
Pacific rate war was resumed by the Inter- 
state Commerce commission yesterday 
morning. F. T. Whitney, General Passen- 
ger Agent of the Great Northern; Charles 
8. Fee, General Passenger Agent of the 
Northern Pacific; and Theodore H. Good- 
man, General Passenger Agent of the South- 
ern Pacific, were the principal witnesses. 
Mr. Whitney gave a history of the relations 
between his road and the Canadian Pacific 
prior to the competition of the Great North- 
ern as a continental line. He pointed out that 
at the time the Canadian Pacific controlled 
the transcontinental! business over the two 
roads and dictated the policy to be pursued. 
The Canadian Pacific made up four-fifths of 
the route, and therefore had by far the 
larger interest in the business. Telegrams 
were produced by Mr. Whitney showing 
that the Canadian Pacific at the outset of 
the trouble declined to discuss the question 
of differentials. In explaining why his road 
refused to arbitrate in the difficulty, the 
speaker said experiences had shown that the 
result of arbitration was always a com- 
promise, which satisfied none of the inter- 
ested parties. He also declared that to 


perpetual mortgage on American roads in 
favor of the Canadian line. 


In Favor of Reduced Rates. 


Nicoll of the Canadian Pacific to read a 
letter having reference to the reduction of 


B. C. The letter was written in 1886 to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company. The 
first paragraph was to the effect that there 
had been no ulty with the ticket scalp- 
ers on the subject of rates, but concluded 
with the suggestion that the rates to Victoria 
should -be reduced and the matter taken 
out of the hands of the scalpers. 

Mr. Whitney maintained that the Amer- 
ican lines had been held up by the Canadian 
Pacific and at the price of peace had been 
obliged to give up differentials. The speaker 
made a strong point of the fact that the 
passenger rates throughout the country had 
been completely demoralized as the result 
of the action of the Canadian Pacific. Mr. 
Whitney declared that the Canadian Pacific 
had forced other companies to reduce pas- 
senger fares to some places to one cent a 
mile. He said the cost of transportation 
Was at least two cents and that such cuts 
meant enormous losses. 

Canadian Pacific Tactics. 

Amusement was caused by the remark 
of Mr. Whitney that figuratively speaking 
the Canadian Pacific, as represented by 
Mr. MoNico]l, always went to conferences 
on rate matters with a shotgun, and per- 
sisted in holding up the Ameritan roads un- 
der threat. of annihilation if they did not 
grant all its demands. It was in the pur- 
suit of such tactics that Mr. McNicol] had 
in the first place forced the American roads 
into recognition of Canadian Pacific differ- 
entials, the justice of which, Mr. Whitney 
said, had never been admitted. They were 
recognized to avoid disastrous rate wars, 
which the Ganadian Pacific persisted in 
waging to force its demands. 

After Mr. Whitney had concluded Charles 
S. Fee of the Northern Pacific and Theodore 
H. Goodman of the Southern Pacific testi- 
ned regarding the peculiar tactics pursued 
by the Canadian Pacific to secure the lion’s 
share of the business. 

They were followed by Mr. McNicoll, who 
made a direct statement on behalf of the 
Canadian Pacific. He reviewed the history 
of the case, and had not concluded when 
the commission adjourned to this morning. 
He said that the greed of the American lines 
induced them to give differentials during the 
rush to Klondike, the companies hoping 
ther to grab all the traffic. He insisted 
that erential rates were given between 
Chicago and St. Paul. Speaking next of at- 
tempts to reach an agreement, Mr. Me- 
Nicoll referred to a conference held in New 
Yorkin December. During his absence from 
the meeting, he said, a clause in regard to 
certain differentials was inserted in the 
minutes. 

Differentials in This Country. 

He protested against the proceeding, and 
correspondence on the subject followed. 
At the time of the meeting the rates from 
Halifax to Western points were lower than 
the rates from New York. Yet no attempt 
was made on the part of American lines to 
have the matter settled by arbitration. 
Later, he said, he discovered that the Amer- 
ican rates were being quoted at $4 lower 
than the Canadian rates, and yet the Cana- 
dian Pacific had been accused of demoraliz- 
ing them.- Differentials, the speaker said, 
were concessions granted to certain rall- 
ways to equalize certain disadvantages, and 
he contended that a number of railways in 
the States were given this advantage. In 
support of this contention the speaker filed 
a tariff sheet showing that there were six- 
teen different rates between St. Faul and 
New York: Mr. McNicoll attributed the 
lowering of rates not to the competition of 
the Canadian Pacific but to the operations 
of ticket scalpers and to the system of issu- 
ing mileage tickets.

TOLEDO MAN COMPELS 
TOM PLATT TO GIVE 
HIM A LIFE JOB. 


Secrets and Is Silenced by a 
Contract Which the Company 
Now Seeks to Annul. 


Platt, the big political sachem of New York, 
‘claims to have been held up by a Toledoan 
for $36,000 and seeks to recover. An answer 
and cross petition in the case of Calvin Cone 
against the United States Express com- 
pany which is not in the files of the United 
States Court here tell the tale. 

Some time ago Cone began an action 
against the express company to compel the 
officers to employ him as general Western 
agent of the company under the claim that 
he had a contract with Platt to hold that 
position during his natural life at a salary 
of $6,000 a year. The company resisted the 
suit on the ground that no such contract 
could be made by Mr. Platt. 

The answer admits some of the allegations 
of the plaintiff's bill in regard to the services 
given to the company by Cone in his posi- 
tion as agent, and also as general Western 
agent of the company. It states, however, 
that in 1887 he ceased * 8 * 

nt of the company, and that his resigna- 
— was requested and presented and all 
business connections between himself and 
the company ceased on that date. 

The company avers that Cone became pos- 
sessed of many business secrets of the com- 
pany, which if exposed or communicated to 
rival companies would greatly injure the 
defendant company. The petition avers that 
Cone threatened to expose those secrets un- 
less the President of the company agreed to 
sign the contract which employed him as 
general agent for the rest of his life. Asthe 
exposure of the secrets would cause trouble 
in the company, President Platt agreed to 
sign the contract, which the company now 
claims is void and of no account, as it was 
obtained by fraud and under threats. 

A cross petition filed with the answer 
states that no services were rendered by 
Cone as general Western agent, but instead 
he operated a boat line which occupied all 
of his time. The petition asks that the con- 
tract be declared void and of no effect, as it 
was obtained by fraud, and that the com- 
ny be awarded a judgment of $36,000 and 
interest, which represents the amount of 
salary paid to Cone during the last six years. 


LIME AND STONE FIRM FAILS. 


Wisconsin Company Succumbs to Poor 
Business and Slow Collections— 
Sheriff in Possession. 


The Wisconsin Lime and Stone company, 
886 North Kedzie avenue, made an assign- 
ment in the County Court to John C. Will- 
jams. The assets are put at $60,000 and the 
known Habilities at $25,000. A confessed 
judgment in favor of William and August 
Nast was entered in the morning and the 
Sheriff levied on the company’s property. 
Poor business and slow collections are given 
as the causes of the failure.
